1000 cubic feet. That has been

rate here for years. The Southern 
Counties Gas Company wants more 
The statement that the company 
will seek to get a higher rate is con­ 
tained in a letter to a committee 
of 
the City Trustees of Orange. 
Since 
Orange is supplied by pipeline 
from 
Santa Ana, Orange thought, it unfair 
that the same gas plant that furnish­ 
ed Santa Ana for $1 should charge 
Orange $1.50. The gas company 
lias 
agreed to a reduction at Orange, a 
kind of double-barrelled reduction. To 
those who pay their bills at the office 
before the tenth of each month 
the 
rate shall be $1.25, and for those who 
make it necessary for a collector to 
go forth the rate shall be $1.40.

A Wonderful Clock 


A very interesting electrical clock 
was exhibited at a recent American 
exposition. 
This clock 
is 
different 
from the ordinary in having no hands. 
Minutes are indicated by means of a 
60 radial rows of light, each contain­ 
ing 32 electrical globes. The hours 
are indicated by shorter rows of col­ 
ored lights. 
In place of the hands, 
two lines of lights sweep over the 
face of the utal, one indicating min­ 
utes and the other hours. Each sec­ 
ond the illumination in an outer cir­ 
cle of lights move forward one lamp, 
and when an entire circle has been 
completed, the row of minute lights 
is advanced one interval 
The hour 
hand moves at five minute intervals. 
The dial is formed on the face of a 
huge pendulum, which swings to and 
fro over an arc of 15 feet. The pen­ 
dulum is 8 feet long, and its weight, 
with the 5485 lamps and 11,000 con­ 
nections required, 
is 8000 
pounds. 
Over a mile of wire was used in mak­ 
ing the connections of the clock.

T hus 
it 
w as in C onstantine’s day 
L ater cam e St. A ugustine with a dif 
frre n t p rop osition, which sw ep t every­ 
thing before it. 
His claim was more 
nearly th at of the Bap tists, th a t only 
the Church would he saved from otor 
nal torture and that bap tism is the 
door into the Church. 
T h ereafter in 
fr.nf immersion became p op ular. 
Later otir Roman Catholic friends 
declared imm ersion unnecessary—that 
a few drop s of w ater would be equally 
efficacious as p rotection against the 
fires of eternal torture.

so strong th at it became the custom 
to p erform a sp rinkling of ah unborn 
child—in vtcro —it there w ere any fear 
th at it would not be born alive.
